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PROGRAMME CHANGES 


S this month, Voice of America is sending many new 
programmes to India. VOA broadcast hours have been increased, 
and timings of some established programmes have been changed to 
accommodate the new. 

In addition to new broadcast timings, there are new and more 
frequencies, bringing you outstanding’ news, information, educational 
and cultural features in English, Hindi, Bengali, Tamil and 
Malayalam. 

Here is a summary of the new and augmented Voice of America 
service to India : 


ENGLISH 


New Morning Seryice 


AN outstanding innovation is the introduction of a daily MORN- 
ING service in English. This is in addition to an expanded 
EVENING schedule of English programmes. 

The MORNING service consists of three daily half-hour 
programmes of news and features. Airtimes: 6:30—7 A.M.; 
7:330—8 A.M.; 8:30—9 A.M. This new MORNING English 
service can be tuned on 25.35 metres (11.835 megacycles). Additional 
frequencies may be added later ; refer to next month’s Radio Newsletter. 


Expanded Evening Service 


ANOTHER pleasant surprise awaits VOA English language listeners 
in the huge increase in EVENING programme fare. October 
ushers in a daily Evening schedule of four hours of news and features ; 
plus “Music U.S.A.” The Evening English programmes come in periods 
of 15, 30 and 90 minutes duration, and can be tuned on a variety of 
frequencies. 

- On the regular Colombo Relay frequencies (25.26 metres 11.875 
megacycles) and 42.19 metres (7.11 megacycles) Evening English opens 
with a 90-minute news and feature programme, 5:30—7 P.M. Two 
30-minute prõgrammes are heard 7:30—8 P.M. and 8:30—9 P.M. ; 
and the English finale on these frequencies each night is another 
90-minute programme, 9:30—11 P.M. The latter period will include 
anew “University of the Air,” 10—10:30 P.M.

A New English Beam 
N addition to the English VOA programmes relayed from Colombo 
and Tangier,a new Evening English service is offered for the 
special benefit of listeners in areas receiving a clear signal from the 
VOA Philippines Relay. 

Commencing at 6:30 P.M. daily, this Philippines Relay beam 
will present 60 minutes of news and features, and 90 minutes of “Music 
U.S.A.” The only interruption in this solid block of English pro- 
gramming from 6:30 to 9:30 P.M. will be 30 minutes of Bengali, 
7—T7:30 P.M. The frequency is 19.76 metres (15.185 megacycles).

THE NEW VOA 
INDIAN LANGUAGES SCHEDULE 


BENGALI 


OCTOBER effects a change in the Bengali service intended to 
improve reception throughout West Bengal. It is now beamed 
from Washington through the VOA Philippines Relay on 19.76 metres 
(15.185 megacycles). Bengali continues to be a daily service, and 
the timing remains at 7—7:30 P.M. 


HINDI 


PROGRAMMES in Hindi remain a DAILY service, with a change 
in timing to 9—9:30 P.M. Frequencies remain as at present, 25.26 
metres (11.875 megacycles), 42.19 metres (7.11 megacycles), 13.98 
metres (21.455 megacycles), and 11.60 metres (25.88 megacycles). 


A repeat of the daily Hindi programme will be beamed from 
10—10:30 P.M. by the Philippines Relay transmitter, on 19.65 metres
